2. All officers and EM, while travelling officially or otherwise, had to reg- 
ister with the nearest garrison headquarters (FV'-Posadkove Velitelstvi), where 
the travel orders issued to them by their parent unit were stamped indicating 
the date and hour of their departure. Upon reaching their destination, the 
same procedure was again completed at nearest garrison headquarters, indicating 
the date and hour of arrival. If there was no garrison headquarters in the 
immediate yicinitv of an individual’s destination, the local National Conmdttee 
at the' National Security Department was contacted, where 
the registration was made. When an individual reached his home station, the 
local garrison headquarters was contacted and final entries of the date and hour 
t were made. This registration served a dual purpose, sinoe it con- 

trolled movement and furnished data needed for the payment of per diem allow- 
ances.
